Now comes applicant and through the undersigned, his attorney of record, 
Provides a summary of the interview granted him by the Examiner on the above date. 

The Examiner pointed out certain aspects of the brief which needed to be changed 
including making a more specific reference to the specification and drawings in the 
description of the claims in Section V and in defining the means plus function phrases in 
the claims. This change was implemented. 

The Examiner also noted that the Rejections Section should only contain the 
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headings of what actually was rejected on what grounds and that change was 
implemented. The material addressing the rejection was moved to Section VII the 
Arguments section. 

The verbiage in Section IV was changed per the Examiner's suggestion to more 
fully comply with the brief requirements. 

Section VIII was changed to indicate Appendix A as the correct designation per 
the Examiners pointing out the error of the "VIII" designation 

Section X was changed to read "None" per the Examiners suggestions.
